Shelter Island “Indians” Image 
Not Historically Accurate

A petition to remove the Shelter Island 

chool’s moniker, the Indians, and all images 
associated with it, was submitted to the school 
board during a meeting on Monday, August 17. 

More than 2,000 people electronically signed 
the petition to retire the name they say is 
offensive to Native Americans. While there was 
also support for keeping the name, most agreed 
the image painted at center court needs to be 
historically accurate. 

“The tribes that inhabited Long Island 
and Shelter Island never wore that style of 
headdress,” said Lisa Kaasik, who started the 
petition. “The reason this style headdress has 
come to typify all Native people despite vast 
cultural differences across tribes, is due in large 
part to western movies and TV shows, which 
glorify the slaughter of Native people, and 
perpetuate a white supremacist narrative.” 

Eric LaPointe, a member of the Lakota Nation 
who lives on the Rosebud Indian Reservation 
in South Dakota and has been visiting Shelter 


Island the past four years, was the only Native 
American to speak. He said it is a common 
misconception that every Native American 
wears a headdress. “They don’t realize that every 
feather has a story behind it on the headdress. 
When a man wears a headdress with feathers 
and he’s earned all of those since he was a child 
all the way to an old man,” he said. 

In his travels, he has often come across similar 
misuses, and he said he uses his sense of humor 
to make a point. “Imagine if our team’s the 
Rosebud Caucasians,” he said. The audience 
laughed. 

He continued, “I always tell people a dairy cow 
wouldn’t make a good war horse.” 

Kathleen Lynch, the school board president, 
said at the start of the public session that no 
decision would be made that night, but that the 
board was there to listen to both sides. @&

Quick Fix For 
Wainscott Cell 
Signal Gaps

E ast Hampton Town Board recently 

4 approved an application from Verizon to 
erect a temporary 100-foot tall monopole cell 
tower on a town-owned site on Stephen Hands 
Path, while the company navigates through the 
site plan approval process at the same site for a 
permanent 110-foot tall tower. 

Poor coverage in areas across the town has 
been exacerbated by the influx of New York City 
residents who are staying in their second homes 
on a full-time basis. : 

The town has put out for bid for a consultant 
to both: expedite applications for cell towers 
and antennas, as well to advise the town and 
the town’s Planning Department on rewriting 
the town code regarding cell towers to reflect 
changes in federal law that have occurred over 
the past 25 years. 

To have an advisor on hand to expedite 
applications is important, because of federal 
laws that mandate a speedy process for cell 
tower applications, said town attorney John 
Jilnicki. In the case of a new tower, the town 
has only 180 days to handle the application. If 
the application is to swap out antennas on an 
existing tower, the time window is even shorter 
at 60 days. 

On August 4, the town board was briefed by 
Denise Vista and Rob Monteleone, on hand to 


- represent Verizon. If approved, the permanent 


tower could be home to antennas for three __ 
other cell phone companies besides Verizon. 
Until then, the temporary tower would close 
communication gaps from south of Montauk 
Highway in Wainscott, all the way north up to 
the airport. 

Vista explained that current cell towers have 
been overwhelmed by the “large uptick in 
traffic.” 

“People are working from home. Then you 
have the children learning from home. It is our 
understanding that a lot of folks probably won’t 
be going back [to their primary residences] in 
September,” said Vista. =

Suffolk Correction 
Lieutenant Ends 
43-Year Career

he Suffolk County Sheriffs office marked a lieutenant’s retirement, 

and a career spanning four decades, with a ceremonial walk-out _ 
August 13. A walk-out ceremony is a tradition among law enforcement to 
see retiring law enforcement out. 

Correction Lieutenant William M.G. Berry whip started his career in 
1977 when he was one of the few African American officers in the Sheriff's 
office. “His service to the Suffolk County Sheriffs office will not be 
forgotten,” Sheriff Errol D. Toulon Jr. said as he presented Berry with a . 
proclamation. 

“You have seen a lot the past 43 years, some of the best times in law 
enforcement and some of the worst,” said Lou Viscusi, the Correction 
Officers Union president who also spoke during the ceremony. He pointed 
to Berry’s last post ds the executive officer of the Sheriffs Academy 
Bureau, where he was in charge of in-service training, which he aes to 
“the next level.” 

Viscusi said, “Our training program now includes a comprehensive 
Supervisor Training course, additional training dealing with inmates who 
have mental health disorders, peer counseling for our fellow officers and 


Gyms Can 
Reopen August 24

ive months after gyms and fitness facilities had to close due to 
COVID-19, they are allowed to reopen as New York continues to enjoy 
a relatively low infection rate. 

Governor Andrew Cuomo said Monday, August 17, that gyms can open 
their doors as early as August 24 with 33% capacity. Gym-goers and staff 
must wear a mask at all times. A sign-in form must be used so the gyms 
know exactly who has been there for contact tracing purposes. 

Also, gyms must have proper ventilation and filtration systems, using the 
MERV-13 filter. 

Cuomo admitted that owners and staff are going to say the guidelines 
issued are difficult ones. “And they are,” he said. 

New York State has one of the lowest infection rates in the country— 
0.71% as of Monday—Cuomo said. “Right now we are averaging 1% or 
under since June and that is exactly where we want to be,” he said. 

Officials want to protect that rate, and health experts have said that 
there is a high risk for the spread of COVID-19 due to higher densities, the 
increased breathing rate that comes with working out and common touch 
areas. 


In order to ensure compliance in gyms, gyms must be inspected by local . 


health departments before they reopen—hence the delayed start date—or 
within two weeks of their opening, Cuomo said. The health department 
must allow them to reopen by September 2. 

The health departments will also be the ones to determine if the gym can 
hold classes inside. 

_ Bowling alleys were allowed to open on Monday. Movie theaters are 
among the last places of business not yet given the green light. Cuomo 
called it “a risky situation,” and “on the index of how essential, movie 
theaters are not that high on the list of essential.”

The statement reads, in part, “That is why this past June we spoke up 
about an event that displayed racism and responded by donating to two 


nonprofits BEAM (focused on emotional mental health and healing) and 


the NAACP. While our post received overwhelming support initially, 
recent responses made us realize we should clarify and affirm our intent. 
Our post was specifically in favor of racial equality. We unequivocally and 
unapologetically stand against racism and violence in any capacity. 

“We also have and always will support our police, first responders, nurses, 
doctors, fire departments and the military.” 

“We support the police,” Vaughan Cutillo, another Hf the founding owners, 
reiterated during a conversation the day that second sign went up. “We have 
a very good relationship with the East Hampton Town police. I went to 
high school with these guys. We support them. We donate to the PBA and 
will continue to do so. There i is no place for violence at all. We would never 
support that.” 


Members of the Defund group were not convinced. They called the owners © 


“elitists,” offering “too little, too late.” Posters repeatedly demanded that the 
company should be put out of business via a boycott. 

Manny Vilar, president of the Police Benevolent Association of New 
York State and a Springs resident who once ran for East Hampton Town 
Supervisor, wrote in a post the morning of August 15 on the IndyEastEnd 
Facebook page saying that while he has always been supportive of Montauk 
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Brewing Company, “They clearly do not understand the difference between 
supporting a cause and supporting an organization that supports inequality, 
racism, discrimination, hatred, anti-American values, and violence against 
police officers.” 

After Montauk Brewing Company posted its written statement on 
Facebook, Vilar commented, “I can unequivocally state that the Montauk 
Brewery Company owners #SupportOurPolice, and rejects all positions, 
ideologies, and organizations that promote and advocate defunding police, 
anti-police, racial and professional biased sentiments.” 

Whether members of the Defund group as well as the rank and file of 
police officers in the group agree with Vilar remains to be seen. When Frank 
started the “Defund” group on August 12, it had 10 members. On Saturday 
afternoon, August 15, the group had more than eee members, with at 
least 100 more joining every hour. 

By Sunday morning, the group had reached 19,800 members. Two hours 
later, that number had increased to over 20,200. By Sunday at 4:30 p.m., 
the group had surpassed 21,000 members. 

Between Saturday night and Sunday morning, the group made a major 
change in its approach on Facebook to outsiders. It went private, meaning 
no one,can see the posts or the members unless they join. In order to join, 
an applicant must pass a single-question test: “Do you support domestic 
terrorist organization BLM?” A yes or no answer 
is required to be considered for membership. 

Before it went private, IndyEastEnd.com 
reviewed several hundred posts. 

Members of the group include many current 
- and former police officers from departments 

across Long Island, from East Hampton Town 
to New York City. While almost all of the 
members viewed by IndyEastEnd.com were 
white, there are members who say they are 
black police officers who wanted to disavow 
the Black Lives Matter movement. A member 
with a Facebook ID of Dahn Bee wrote, “I’m a 
black cop. My life is meaningless to BLM and 
its supporters. This means that their entire 
concept is fallacious.” 

Most of the members of Defund the Montauk 
Brewing Company appear to be from towns 
and villages across Long Island, as well as from 
New York City, and the greater metropolitan 
area. The group has become a lightning rod 
for those who feel that Black Lives Matter is 
an organization that targets police officers, and . 
.whites in general, and who believe that Black 
Lives Matter is a Communist and/or a terrorist 
organization. Race and white anger over what 
» members see as a biased media and a corrupt 
leftist political system that is biased in favor of 
African Americans are ongoing topics for the group. 

A member self-identified as Pete Lambert wrote, “We also know that 
the death of Saint George Floyd, the Patron Saint of scumbags was an 
OVERDOSE !!! And not a police murder. And while we are at it, we also 
know that BLM is a Marxist front that engages in a Marxist Insurrection in 
real time, burning cities across America.” 

“The radical Progressive liberal Democrats with their Leftwing unhinged 
poison hijacks and destroys everything it comes into contact with,” Ken 
Carmen wrote. 

Many people, however, have shown support for Montauk Brewing on its 
Instagram page. 

Local musician Nancy Atlas.wrote, “I stand with you!” 

@mr_jay17 commented, “Personally knowing the founders of this 
company I can whole heartedly say they are men of true character, empathy, 
and compassion.” 

@amalai013 wrote, “Totally stand by you and your message! You can 
indeed support racial and human equality and back the blue. Narrow 
minded people need not reply!!!” 

“The mob needs to back off. I know these guys personally and can 
tell you they are great people.” wrote a commenter with the handle @ 
bertrand_941. “The brewmasters father was a police officer for crying out 
loud. They support equality and our first responders at the same time... 
as we all should. Good people doing good things. Cancel culture needs 
to stop.” &&

Farming industries on the East End face the challenges 
and changes from COVID-19  wsessicamacki-crrko

t’s there in every tomato picked out at a farm stand, every corn stalk that 

rises in a field. The roots of our farming history, running deep across the 
Hamptons and the North Fork. In those tangible ties of past and present, 
the bounty and beauty, there has also always been the reminder of the 
fragility of the farms, the moments waiting in unpredictable futures that 
quickly become challenges in the present. 

When it comes to agriculture on the East End during COVID-19, farmers 
have had to adjust business models like never before as their clientele 
shifted, while also figuring out ways to keep customers and employees safe. 
For some, an influx of New York City residents has driven extra business. 
Others, who rely on New York City and area restaurant orders, have needed 
to adapt as they face lost sales and low production. 

On Friday, August 14, Suffolk County Legislature Presiding Officer Rob 
Calarco joined Long Island Farm Bureau Administrative Director Robert 
Carpenter for a tour of farms on the North Fork and Riverhead to learn more 
about Suffolk County’s farming industry and to speak with local farmers 
about the impacts of COVID-19. 

Dan’s Independent Media joined to visit three of the varied locations: 
Crescent Duck Farm in Aquebogue, Krupski Farms in Peconic, and Aeros 
Cultured Oyster Co. in Southold. Each business represents just part of the 
fabric of the East End farming industry, and each has its own set of concerns, 
challenges and obstacles during these times. 

“2020 is the most radically different year in any of our lives,” says 


owner Doug Corwin outside of his business, Crescent Duck Farm, the last 
remaining duck farm on Long Island, a region that was once known for its 
duck business. “We stopped growing ducks for three months.” 

Most of his business comes from sales to high-end restaurants in the New 
York metro area, while he also supplies ducks to venues across the country, 
he explains. It was a hard hit when restaurants started closing doors due to 
COVID-19. His farm sells roughly a million ducks each year, which makes 
up about 4% of the industry in the United States. 

“Normally I employ about 84 people. I laid off 70 people in the beginning 
of April. I’ve brought back about 50 to 55 at this point . .. hours are reduced.” 
Now, as things start to look up, he plans to bring back the other workers in 
the next month or so. “I’ve never laid off anyone in my life. To lay off 70 
people at once was quite a shock. You have to try to survive, and at least 
we're able to bring people back,” says Corwin, whose payroll is about $4.5 
million each year. 

“T’ve lost a million dollars in four months,” he continues, explaining that 
right now he is processing at about 25% but believes that in a month he will 
be back to 50%. “We’re trying to keep this thing going.” 

There are surrounding businesses that have seen success. “There are a 
lot of retailers out here doing great. Miloski’s turkey, he’s having a banner 
year,” he says, referring to Miloski’s Poultry Farm, a 30-acre family-run 
farm with a farm shop in Calverton. During the pandemic, many East End 
residents have shopped directly from farm stands, as a way to avoid grocery 
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stores and support local business. South Fork farms like Balsam Farms in 
Amagansett even expanded delivery service to be able to deliver farmed 
goods directly to the consumer’s door. 

But it’s the high-end restaurants in New York City that are having a “heck 
of a time,” Corwin says, and “we're reliant on the restaurant industry, we’re 
reliant on the cities. And tell me what shape Manhattan ‘is in right now. No 
one wants to spend money in [New York City] right now. The restaurant 
industry is basically closed up.” 

There’s no question there is uncertainty for New York City and its dining 
scene, and many East End farmers depend on sales to these Manhattan 
restaurants. “It was horrible. Sales were really robust and then they were 
nothing,” says Karen Rivara of Aeros Cultured Oyster Co., speaking of how 

‘New York area restaurant sales had decreased in her industry. One problem 
oyster farmers came across this year was the crop growing too large as sales 
went down, making them less desirable. 

_ “Tf they get too big then they’re not attractive to the market, that’s the 
problem. People wanted to sell oysters so they have room in their gear for 
the next year’s crop and they have these big oysters that the restaurants 
teally don’t sell,” she says. : 


_ Ifthe oysters need to be cooked, as the larger ones do, she says, it loses “its 

unique flavor that it gets from each estuary.” 

_ “Especially with COVID right now, all of Manhattan orders have gone 

away. Without the purchases oysters are getting bigger and bigger, the 

waters are warmer... It’s been an issue,” says Stefanie Bassett, the co-owner 

_of Little Ram Oyster Company on Shelter Island. Bassett and Elizabeth 

Peeples formed the company two years ago after leaving jobs in advertising 
and interior design in New York City. 

__ “We wanted to dive into the community. Do something that was good for 
the environment . . . we fell in love with it,” says Bassett. 

+ Like New York City, many restaurants on the East End are having difficult 

_ time staying afloat, says Corwin, though many are currently able to keep 

doors open. The ability to operate at 50% capacity, expand outdoor dining 

and the influx of second homeowners since March, has given a boost to the 
industry. ; 

_ “Every second homeowner is out here and every second home is full . . . It 

started in March,” says Suffolk County Legislator Al Krupski, the owner of 

_ Krupski Farms, one of the stops on the tour. 

-- Sarah Nappa, a Southold Town councilwoman, joined the group at 
Krupski Farm. A chef and owner of her family’s neighboring Anthony 
Nappa Wines, she says it was a saving grace that restaurants were able get 
the extra business. 

“It saved a lot of the restaurants, being able to do takeout for a larger 
amount of people,” she says. “We're in the wine industry, my husband and 
I. In a time that’s normally really slow for us—March, April, May—we had 
‘people getting wine to go, buying cases online. The fact that people were out 
here was really helpful.” ae 

As Krupski showed the group his farm stand, he said, “All the corn is ours, 
all of the tomatoes . . . tomatoes are beautiful this year. We're starting to 
pick watermelons today. We'll have winter squash in a couple weeks.” 

“We didn’t open until August, so we weren’t actively in business,” says 
Krupski on how he was affected by COVID-19. His opening happened at 
a time when COVID numbers on the East End were headed in the right 
direction. Krupski explained that by August is the time when most of his 
crop is ready for the farm stand. “Every day is like a holiday weekend,” he 
says. 

Heading to fall, it’s expected that the North Fork will continue to have a 
busy season, since many of the activities the region is known for can happen 
outdoors. Places that welcome tourism are getting ready for an influx of 

visitors, but there are questions on what the pumpkin picking season will 
look like. 

“How do we do the pumpkin picking?” asks Krupski, who also offers 
hayrides and a corn maze in the fall, on figuring out ways to keep visitors 
and employees safe. “I think we can keep everyone separate for the most 
part... I think by now most people understand . . . but it’s still going to be 
an adjustment.” 

The goal is to find safe ways to do this. “I think there’s a great opportunity 
here. The great thing is that we’re outside, in the open air,” says Calarco. . 

COVID safety is also a concern for Crescent. As far as COVID-19 
precautions go, Corwin says “we temperature check everyone that comes 
in” to work. They have also installed plexiglass to avoid close contact with 
other’s working and everyone is required to wear a mask. 

On the same morning as the tour, Governor Andrew Cuomo mentioned 
that New York State has seen an increase in COVID-19 clusters associated

with farms that employ out-of-state seasonal workers, who work and live 
in close proximity. He did not specify where in New York State this had 
become a problem. 

The state will deploy mobile testing teams to counties that have the highest 
influx of seasonal workers. 

Nappa says ultimately it’s about finding the balance, recognizing “how to 
be in business but stay safe for our staff and customers.” 

“There’s not a one-size-fits-all solution to these issues,” says Calarco. 

“T’m not worried about the future. We'll make the smart decisions . . . try 
to stay within my community. We'll be fine,” says Corwin. “We'll survive, 
we'll adapt and look for different markets.” 

“It’s the biggest change of our generation,” he adds. “But people still have 

to eat.” Sa

When the Famous Movie Star and Her Husband Summered in the Hamptons

n the May 23, 1957 edition of The East Hampton 

Star, in a section called “Library Notes,” it was 
reported that Viking Books had just come out with 
a book entitled Arthur Miller’s Collected Plays. 
Miller at that time was considered one of the 
greatest dramatists of the century, and this book 
included Death of a Salesman, All My Sons, The 
Crucible and A View from the Bridge. 

The brief item’s last sentence reads “Mr. Miller 
and his wife, who is Marilyn Monroe, the actress, 
have taken a cottage in Amagansett for the 
summer.” 

In those years, numerous literary lions were 
living and working off the beaten path in modest 
homes in the woods of the East End. Edward 
Albee was in Montauk. John Steinbeck was in 
Sag Harbor. Truman Capote was in Sagaponack. 
People tried to respect their privacy. So now here 
came Arthur Miller for the summer. And his wife. 

A “cottage” back then could be.20 rooms if down 
by the ocean. Miller’s cottage was miles inland, 
a tiny thing, one of four little shacks along a dirt 
driveway, each maybe 1,200 square feet that had 
in earlier times been a garage or a barn or a large 
farm-equipment shed on the grand 100-acre farm 
originally owned by Harry Hamlin. Called Stony 
Hill Farms, it is on the North Side of Town Lane 
in Amagansett. It is still there today, owned by 
Alec and Hilaria Baldwin. But they live in the main 
farmhouse. 

This particular out building was known in 
the summer Miller and Monroe rented it as the 
Supervisor’s House. Two bedrooms upstairs, one 
down. A kitchen. That was about it. As for the main 
house, it was, in 1957, owned not by the Hamlins 
anymore but by Jeffrey Potter, a local writer who 
made his living running the East Hampton Dredge 
and Dock Company, a construction company. 
Renting out the four cottages every summer 
provided a small additional income. Job Potter, his 
son, who is a former town councilman and a friend 
of mine, told me he was eight years old when the 
Millers rented. 

He remembered several things about Marilyn, 
the heck with her husband. 

“That this famous movie star was here was 
the whispered talk of Amagansett back then,” he 
told me. 

He remembered his mother sending him over 
to the cottage to sell Marilyn or Arthur Girl Scout 
cookies. 

Marilyn answered his knock. “She was beautiful, 
almost angelic. And she was very nice.” But he also

wondered why he, a boy, should be selling Girl 
Scout cookies. He never got a proper explanation. 

He also remembered a big helicopter landing on 
their front lawn to pick the couple up to take them 
to a movie shoot somewhere. 

“You don’t forget things like that,” he said. 

But there’s not too much else to report about 
their comings and goings here that summer. As I 
said at the start, there were these famous people 
here back then. We locals let them be. 

Only three or four mentions of them appear 
in the local papers of that summer. I have found 
a report from The Sag Harbor Express that one 
Friday night in July the pair watched Lust for Life 
at the Sag Harbor Cinema. On July 23, The East 
Hampton Star reported Marilyn was at a farm 
stand in a white Jeep. There was another item, 
in the Star on August 8. In the column “Looking 
Them Over,” the editor wrote “East Hampton 
people were very sorry to hear, last weekend, of 
Marilyn Monroe Miller’s ambulance ride from 
Amagansett to the hospital in New York and of her 
illness. I think she has won many friends here.” 


Actually, there was quite a bit going on in the love 
story these two had at that time. The story includes 
sleeping pills, alcohol, Joe DiMaggio, Sir Laurence 
Olivier and facing the Senate version of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. This last 
thing happened just six months before they came 
to Amagansett. No wonder this amorous couple, 
married just 11 months at this time, was here for 
the peace and quiet this place offered them. 

The great playwright, age 35 and full of honors 
for his works, first met Marilyn Monroe in 1950. 
He was married and living in New York with small 
children. She was 24, single, a Hollywood hopeful 
sleeping with Elia Kazan, a prominent director. 
As the story goes, Miller had flown to California 
to join Kazan in trying to get a new play produced 
to be a movie. There was a party that Kazan was 
supposed to go to but could not. He asked if Miller 
would go and take Marilyn, and he did. 

The fact that he showed no romantic interest in 
her that night upset her. At the time, according to 
biography.com, she wrote a girlfriend “It was like 
running into a tree. You know. (CONTINUED ON PAGE 36) 
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Like a cool drink when you've had a fever.” 
Nothing happened here, though. She drove 
him to the airport in Los Angeles and saw him 
off to New York a few days later. After that, they 
exchanged letters. | 
Over the next three years, she became the most 
famous film star in the world. She starred in The 


Seven Year Itch, Bus Stop and How to Marry a 
Millionaire, got married to Joe DiMaggio and 
then nine months later divorced him. After that 
she went to New York to:join the Actors Studio in 
the hopes she would learn to become an Academy 
Award level actress. Here again, she met with 
Arthur Miller. - 
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She and Arthur became an item—this was in 
1955—and by the next year he was off to Las Vegas 
to get a divorce from his wife of 14 years and leave 
her and their kids, 6 and 12. ‘ 

While in. Las Vegas, he went to renew his 
passport. His soon-to-be wife would shortly be 
filming in London with Sir Laurence Olivier for the 
movie The Prince and the Showgirl, which Miller 
had written, and he wanted to go with her. But 
the passport office held things up. The House Un- 
American Activities Committee, (HUAC) wanted 


_ him to appear in Washington to tell them about his 


Communist leanings in the 1930s. Miller appeared 
before the committee on June 21. He freely gave 
his opinions about what he did joining one group 
or another 20 years earlier, but he would not name 
any other participants. As a result, the HUAC 
declared him in contempt of Congress. Fines and a 
jail sentence would be his punishment. 

Marilyn had been advised by friends and 


‘Hollywood managers to get as far away from Miller 


as possible, but instead she went with him to the 
hearing room,.and she married him 8 days after 
it was over. Public opinion was strong in favor of 
the movie star-and the playwright, and an appeal 
(he never went to jail) resulted in Miller getting his 
passport, and the two off to London to make the 
film with Olivier, which in spite of everything, was 
panned by the critics when it came out in 1957. 

By that time, the actress and her man came to 
Amagansett. For peace and quiet, which they got. 
Except that Marilyn, now pregnant, had to have 
surgery for the ectopic pregnancy and lost the child 
in August. She had suffered miscarriages as well. 
There would be no children for her with Arthur. 

Miller wrote about his time in Amagansett with 
Marilyn in an autobiography years later. “Marilyn 


- had decided to learn how to cook and started 


with homemade noodles, hanging them over a 
chair back and drying them with a hair dryer. 


-And she gave me hair trims out in the sunshine, 
~ and we walked the empty Amagansett beach in 
peace, chatting with the occasional commercial 


fishermen who worked their nets from winches on 


their rusting trucks.” 


After the summer ended, Miller wrote a script 
for The Misfits, which would star his wife. But she 
never liked the script and they fought. She wanted 
to be a great actress. But he was still writing stuff 
that made her look like a dumb blond. 

The following autumn, in 1958, she flew to 
California to be the ingenue in the Billy Wilder 
movie Some Like It Hot, a comedy that many 
believe was her best work. Miller flew out to be 
with her. But-the marriage was unraveling. 

In 1960, with Marilyn now 35, the pair knew that 
the end was near. She went to Mexico and. got a 
divorce in January of 1961, sang “Happy Birthday” 
to President Kennedy in Madison Square Garden 
on May 29, 1962, may or may not have had an 
affair with him and, later, with his brother Bobby, 
and then in the Beverly Hills Hotel on August 5, 
1962, died of an overdose of sleeping pills. She 
was 37. 

Arthur Miller went’on to live a long and 
productive life, finally passing away in 2005 at the 
age of 89. But he never wrote anything as great as 
he had when young, and several of his plays were 
embarrassing personal accounts of his problem 
filled time with Marilyn. His 1964 play After the 
Fall was described by critic Robert Brustein as “a 
wretched piece of writing.”

66 Art has a job to do.” This is the mantra that drives Quogue painter Steve Alpert 
to create paintings that people can connect with deeply, to honor U.S. servicemen 
and women in military-oriented pieces and to use his art for important philanthropic 
causes. His upcoming exhibition, Desire, will raise money for the Quogue Wildlife 
Refuge on Saturday, August 22. 
The one-day outdoor exhibition takes place at Alpert’s Quogue home, where he’ll

Having collaborated with Quogue Wildlife Refuge over a decade - 
ago to create a benefit poster that sold 500 copies, Alpert sought 
them out in their hour of need to help alleviate some of the 
financial loss of replacing the annual Wild Night for Wildlife gala 
with a virtual one. “I don’t expect that I'll be able to raise the 
kind of money that they'd raise at the fundraiser, but every little . 
bit helps,” he says. For every painting sold, Alpert will donate 
20% of the gross 

Desire can be seen as a return to Alpert’s roots—after 
he left his 30-year career as a Manhattan television producer/ 
director around 1999, he began following his artistic passion as a 
commercial landscape painter before focusing largely on military 
paintings. “The military work is deeply satisfying to me, because it. allows me to 
participate in the world in what I think is a powerful way, where I can actually give 
back and tell the stories of veterans who served,” he says. “I did not serve my time 
with Vietnam; I was in the lottery and had a high enough number that I wasn’t 
called. I feel very guilty that I did not serve. It’s the greatest regret of my life that I 
never served in uniform.” 

That desire to support those in uniform has inspired him to contribute in 
any way that he can—he’s donated paintings to veterans’ organizations to raise 
money and awareness; loaned the “Portrait of a Woman” triptych to then-Vice 
President Joe Biden before unveiling it at the Women in Military Service for

America Memorial; installed the seven-painting Full Honors series, which depicts 
an Arlington National Cemetery funeral ceremony, at the Pentagon; inspired the 
Off-Broadway play The Steadfast with his large painting “Legacy,” a grand sweep 
of the American military story; and teaches art to veterans as part of the Fordham 
Veteran Initiative. For the past three-and-a-half years, he’s also been working on a 
project called Proudly She Served, a series of 12 portraits that honors active duty 
military and veteran women who exemplify courage, which he plans to finish by 

February 2022. 

“Art has a job to do. Some art is decorative to make 
people’s home life experience richer, and the paintings I’ve 
been making since 2003—the military-oriented pieces that 
give honor to men and women who wear the uniform—those 
paintings are to remind people who see them of all the men 
and women who volunteer to fight for us, wear the flag on 
their shoulder and are confronted with situations that they 
never thought they’d have to face. I have such admiration for 
the men and women in uniform who exhibit such courage,” 
Alpert says. 

Splitting his time between his Quogue and Manhattan 
homes pre-COVID, his art interests continue to evolve, with 
his focus shifting from military scenes to portraits, both 
military and civilian, for the last three years. “The most 
satisfying thing, to me, is to have executed a painting, putting 
my unconscious best and conscience best onto the canvas,” 
he says. “I’m happy to be doing what I’m doing! I think it’s 
important to wake up in the morning and love what you do. 

- My work is my pleasure!” . 

Whether he’s painting a triumphant military scene or a somber one, a luscious 
landscape or a soulful portrait, Alpert knows that each work serves a purpose, be it 
decorative, memorial or philanthropic. “I make them for myself, but I feel that my 
paintings have a job to do, and my job is to get those painting out into the world and 
let them do their work.”

What was the inspiration for this piece?

Keeping the Spits Alive with Wolffer Estate Vineyard 


UW olffer Estate Vineyard is known for its high- 
quality wines, especially its internationally 
successful rosé. But winemaker Roman Roth, with his 
many talents, also produces a line of luxury spirits for 
Wolffer, including a brandy and a special pink gin. 

The German-born Roth had always wanted to create 
spirits. “My father was a good distiller and when I 
came here to America the licenses were difficult and 
expensive, and it wasn’t in the cards,” says Roth, who has 
an advanced degree in distilling from Germany. “Finally, 
when [Governor] Cuomo changed the laws and distillers’ 
' licenses became affordable and it was easier to attain and 
reasonable, we had to jump on it.” 

For Roth, the key to a successful spirit line for Wolffer 
was to go with small batches. “We don’t want to compete 
with Absolut Vodka,” he says, “but to make something very 
unique, to basically distill the essence of our winery. This 
is a lovely way to do that, and you're creating a little luxury 
product that is just beautiful. It’s a little treasure. It’s perfect 
for Wolffer Estate.” 

The gin is made from Wolffer’s juniper berries. “We grow 
the juniper berries around the winery,” explains 
Roth. “We pick our own berries by hand. I 


WINE IN SPIRIT 
It might surprise some to learn that Wolffer Estate Vineyard also 
offers a non-alcoholic wine, known as a verjus. “Years and years ago, 
my wife [Dr. Dushy Roth] gave me an article that Florence Fabricant 
had written in The New York Times about verjus, which I had 
never heard of. It came from the olden days. France had many more 
vineyards than it does now. It had this sour juice, basically.” Roth’s 
first impression of verjus wasn’t great. “I bought a French version 
and a Californian version and the Californian one tasted like mild acid 
water and the French one tasted like canned vegetables!” he says. “I 
thought, it can’t get worse than these two. We started with 32 cases and 
hand-carried it to 4-star restaurants in the city and got a great response.”

. Wolffer’s newest offering is the Wolffer No. 139 LoRo Cider, a low- 
calorie, low-alcohol cider. The product, which just launched, speaks to 
the ingenuity of the Wolffer team. “I think it speaks to the character of 
the whole team that we started a new thing [in these times],” says Roth.

The workout 
is done using the new more portable version of the 
Megaformer machine we typically use for class, called 
the Microformer. Expect a 45-minute sweaty, full 
body, core-intense workout done to inspiring beats and 
motivation instruction. 


How did the collaboration with EHIT come about? 
I’ve known the family that owns EHIT for many 

years thanks to years of tennis lessons there and when 

I heard that they’d be open to fitness partnerships,

right space and we found it there. 


How has the business had to shift due to COVID-I9? 
Like most fitness companies, our business has been 
hit very hard by COVID. All 16 of our New York 
studios are still not permitted to open for classes. We 
have some out of state studios operating at reduced 
capacity, but it’s been pretty devastating for our staff 
and clients who miss their workouts. We shifted our 
workouts online shortly after our studios were closed 
in March and have continued to offer Zoom workouts 
and are soon to debut our on demand platform.
